Dogs From Death Under Ice 


New York, Mareh 2.—One week 
after she spent 20 minutes in the 
icy waters of a small lake rescuing 
six dogs that had broken through the 
ice, Mrs. James Donnett, a 62-year- 
old grandmother, with white bobbed 
hair and cthletic propensities, gave 
her consent to the publication of the 
story. She was convinced by her law- 
yer, Frederick Trevor Hill, who has 
an office in Wall street, that such a 
story of heroism and of the romantic 
conduct of the dogs would be a whole- 
some relief from the depressing rou- 
tine of crime and misfortune in the 
day's news. 

Mrs. Donneitt started out last week 
for a walk near her home at exclusive 
Irvington-on-Hudson with her own 
three dogs, who were joined in their 
frolic by four others belonging to 
the neighbors. As they came to Wood- 
lands lake, the dogs set off in pursuit 
of a rabbit and, half-way across, broke 
through the ice. 

Mrs. Donnett removed her jacket 
and skirt and, clad in knickers, crawl-

FARM LEGISLATION 
PET OF PRESIDENT 


Dying Session of 68th 
Congress Has Been As 
Barren of Legislation As 
Its First Half Was. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, March 2.—For a sec- 
ond time, President Coolidge is about 
to witness the end of a diappointing 
session of congress. The 63th con- 
gress is now within a few hours of its 
end without having enacted the leg- 
islation which President Coolidge re- 
gards as most important aside from 
the routine appropriation bills. 

One ot the final blows came Mon- 
day when the hope of farm legisla- 
tion was abandoned as the senate agri- 
culth:e committee reported out the 
Capper-Haugen bill as a _ substitute 
for the Dickinson cooperative market- 
ing bill passed by the house. 

This means that the house and 
senate are so far apart on the ques- 
tion of farm relief that legislation is 
impossible until the next session. Cool- 
idge wanted the Capper-Haugen bill, 


but would have taken the house sub- 
‘stitute in preference to vothing.

was his only chance of putting a law 
on the statute books in redemption of 
the campaign pledge to agriculture. 
The upshot of the haggling in con- 
gress is that nothing now is to be done, 
President Coolidge has beep as unfor- 
tunate jin his other legislative hopes. 
This dying session has been prac-

GERMAN FRONTIER 
UPON EAST CAUSES 
PEACE PACT HITbn 


Marshal Foch Reports 
That Germans Are Arm- 
ing For Another Great 
War Effort. 


BY JOHN O'BRIEN. 

Paris, March 2.—While Marshal 
Koch’s statement that Germany is 
preparing for another war sounds 
over France, the most promising post- 
war effort to secure the peace of 
Europe is faltering before the ques- 
tion of Germany’s eastern frontier. 

The problem of securing the invio- 
lability of the Franco-German fron- 
tier apparently is easily svlived if 
only Germany could be induced to 
promise that she would never move 
to reclaim the rich slices of former 
German territory awarded to Poland 
by the treaty of Versailles. 

Europe is pondering the problem. 
Premier Herriot conferred with Lord 
Crewe, the British ambassador, Mon- 
day, to discuss the German safety 
pact proposals which offer such in- 
viting safety for the French frontier, 
but which leave the way clear for 
Germuny t» extend eastward at tne 
expense of Poland and possibly in the 
direction of Szecho-Slovakia. If Ber- 
lin’'s plans in the east should mater- 
ialize, France fears that a revived 
Germany might again rise beside her 
as a perpetual threat to French 
e-fety, 

Germany's safety pact offer sug- 
gests negotiations on several alternate 
bases, any one of which probably 
would develop satisfactory guarantees 
of French safety. But Germany did 
not and probably would not guaran- 
tee the status quo of the Polish fron- 
tier behind which lie large areas 
which formerly were German, and 
where there are considerable numbers 
of Germans among the population

Electric Current and 
Phone Rates Have Been 
Too High for Years, 
Says C. M. Ford. 


Following on the heels of steps 
taken Saturday by the city of At- 
anta and the state of Georgia to pre-. 
vent further increases in the price of 
gasoline, city council Monday 
aunched a movement to lower tele- 
phone rates and the price of electric 
current in this city by authorizing 
appointment of a committee to take 
these matters up with the state pub- 
lic service commission. The vote 
was unanimous. 

The committee, appointed by Al- 
derman W. 8B. Hartsfield, mayor 
pro tem, consists of Alderman C. M. 
Ford, author of the resolution, Coun- 
cilmen John A. White, W. E. Saun-: 
ders aud Leo H. Sudderth, and Alder- 
man Oscar Williamson. 

No discussion followed introduction 
of the paper, and a rising vote failed 
to show any opposition to its pas- 


sege. However, Alderman*Ford later 
stated that the resolution was pre- 


sented because “both telephone and 
light. rates are too high.” The com- 
mitiee will appear before the public 
service commission as s00n as possi- 
Lle, probably at the next meeting, 
Mr. Ford stated. 


“Rates Are Too High.” 

“Kilectrie current and _ telephone 
rate in Atlanta are too high now, and 
Luve beer too high for several years,” 
Mr. Ford stated. “Our committee 
will make every effo#t to have them 
luwered, and while we will not ask 
the public service commission to set 
any definite rates, we will demand 
tuat reductions be granted. 

“We will ask only that the public 
be given a fair deal in the matter. 
My object in sponsoring the paper 
was not to draw the city into a con- 
troversy with any of our public util- 
ities corporations, as I think that they 
should be allowed a reasonable return 
on their investments, but I do not 
think that present rates are fair to 
pat ‘one, ’

for every street light each month, 
That appears to be entirely too much, 
an | know that if is considerably 
more than is paid by a majority of 
cities the size of Atlanta. Inquiries 
have shown that in most cities the 
size of this, from $40 to $50 is the 
average charge for per light. 

“Private citizens pay $1.65 per 
cubhie foot for lights, and this alse 
appears to me to be exorbitant. One 
of my objects in introducing tne res- 
olution was to obtain a reduction m 
the cost of all electric current, wheth- 
er it is sold to the city, private in- 
dividnals, or anyone else, 

“Telephone rates here also anpear 
to be all out of proportion to those 
chirged in other cities. For instance, 
i private line business phone costs 

S10 a month, which is at least $2 
ton high. ry Straight-line residence 
phone costs 85; while a two-party 
phone is $3.50, and a four- -party line 
2.75. Every one of them should be 
reduced, and if eager. the commit- 
tee will secure the reduction.

Unpublished Report on German Arms 
BY HENRY T. ALLEN, 
Who Commanded the American Army on the Rhine. 


(Discussion by the Allied 
Council of Ambassadors on the 
German arms report has been 
postponed pending a report of 
the technical questions involved. 
This affords Great Britain snd 
France time in which to reconcile 
their opposing policies.) 

The report of the Allied Board of 
Control] on German armament is fast 
bringing about an international ques- 

tion not unlike 
that of repara- 
tions, the two 
principal allied 
countries viewing 
German's dis- 
armament status 
from widely dif- 
ferent angles. 
France sees Ger- 
inany ready to 
make war within 
six months in spite of the absence of 
the absolutely essentia! long-range 
guns and aircraft. This thought has 
been carried so far, it is reported, as 
to designate the cities that her allies, 
Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, would 
bombard in their counter offenvives. 
believes that no board of 
control can impose its will on 60,00U,- 
000 people, and that, although there 
be no immediate danger of a Ger- 
man attack, there would be a gen- 
eral conference, perhaps including 
Germany, at which the evacuation of 
the Cologne bridgehead and some gen- 
eral plan of security should be agreed 
upon. The report of 47 pages is not 
so bulky nor technically complicated 
that it could not have been studied 
by the Foch interallied military com- 
mittee and concise recommendations 
made before now to the council of 
an.sassadors, but the channel coun- 
tries are not yet in sufficient accord 
to permit publicity cencerning the 
inatter. ‘That accounts for the delay. 

France is unwilling to make any 
security agreement that does not in- 
clude the Reich's eastern boundary 
as well as the western, and possibly 
provide demilitarized zones for Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia analogous to 
that of the Rhineland. England 


might accede to the guaranty of 
France’s security on the west, but it 
does not look with favor upon the 
inclusion of security for France's 
eastern allies. Belgium’s desire to 
make the agreement trilateral compli- 
cates the situation. Germany, too, 
has more than once stated it shouid 
be included and be provided security 
against French aggression. The reich, 
however, has never consented to in- 


clude its eastern frontier in the dis- | 


cussion of aiy security arrangement. 
And thus we see the rapid develop- 
ment of a problem almost as difficuilt 
as the one just settled by round-table 
conference, in which America was 
potent and where France claimed her 
sacrifices should have been compen- 
sated at least hy annulment of her 
debts to England. MHerriot’s positiun 
is extremely difficult by reason of 
the demand of French public opinion 
for security through force. He be- 
lieves that in the end it must be ob- 
tained by voluntary agreement and 
conciliation, and that the policy of 
the mailed fist plainely increases 
hatred. The subtle figure of Caillaux 
looms large on the horizon to increase 
the uneasiness of the government as, 
well as of the followers of Poincare, 
who. know that he would share the 
English viewpoint relative to a set- 
tlement. In Germany the Magdeburg 
Reichsbanner demonstration by 150,- 
000 paraders, representing Germany's 
leading republican organizations,

McMullen, in a letter to governors of 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkan-

New York, March 2.—William An- 
drews Clark, former United States 
senator from Montana and a multi- 
millionaire, died Monday night in his 
spacious Fifth avenue home.
